To be a successful breeder or feeder 


j of hogs, one must recognize certain 
! important things. One must feed for 
; market demands. There are two recog- 
nized types of bogs—those for lard 


I production, and those for bacon. 
The 


i co-called lard bog is short, thick and 
broad of back; has strong, full hams, 
a deep body, and short legs. When 
well fattended. this type of hog is cov- 
ered with a thick layer of fat. After 
the carcaM 
is 
cooled, the butcher 


trims off this back fat and makes lard 
of it. 


The bacon type of hog has a narrow 


body and back, and should have a long, 
smooth side. It does not have a heavy 
ham or shoulder. The body is not as 
dfep as that of the lard bog; the legs 
are usually longer. From the sides of 
the bacon hog comes the breakfast 
| bacon, containing considerable 
lean, 


which is so much in demand. The lard 
hog is common to America aud the 
bacon type to Europe. 


The farmer needs a type that the 


market demands and that will yield 
him the most profit. 
This musi in- 


volve profitable feeding and fattening 
From 
a breeding point of view, the 


farmer must also be able to keep a 
class of sows that farrow and raise 


i good-sized litters. 
At maturity the 


bacon hog has great length and size 
and farrows large litters 
The lard 


hog fattens and 
finishes 
off more 


quicIvH than the bacon hog. but does 
not reproduce so well. 


j 
\Vkh a rapidly growing demand for 


I bacon, this type of hog will no doubt 
i increase in popularity in America. So 
' far as price is concerned, unless one 


• can eell in large quantities, say car- 
load lots, he will have no advantage 
in selling the bacon type rather than 
the other. 
If raised in considerable 


numbers, the packer in the large city 


4 will perhaps pay a premium for w«H- 
' finished car lots or more. The feature 
. of producing large litters is one of the 
, conmendabl* characteristics of the 
, bacon typ«. 
1 
The important breeds of hogs of the 


fat type are: 
Duroc Jersey, Poland 


China. Chester White and Berkshire. 
. The breeds of hogs of the bacon type 
1 are: Large Yorkshire. Tamworth and 
; Hampshire, or Thin Rind. Both the 
• Berkshire and Hampshire, under cer- 
tain conditions of breeding and feed- 
ing, occupy a position about half way 
between the lard and bacon types. 


Smoothness of body and good qual- 


ity are important features of the mod- 
ern porker. 
When the body is free 


from wrinkles or creases, it is much 
more easily dressed after killing than 
when it is rough aud seamy. A large 
per cent of the bogs slaughtered to-day 
are killed in packing houses. 
Here, 


the animals are scalded after slaugh- 
ter and the carcasses are run up and 
down in a mechanical scraper, which 
removes most of the hair and greatly 
reduces hand labor. Tbe more creases 
aiong the sides and about the head, the 
more difficult it becomes to remove 
the hair by artificial process. 
| 


The smooth-bodied pig of much qual- 


ity kills out in the most satisfactory 
manner, if properly fattened. 
Such 


animals, no matter what the breed or 
rype. if of acceptable weight, command 
a premium. A standard weight for a 


. market hog is about 225 pounds.
